LOVEY, daughter of ARTHUR and LOVEY H. CULPEPPER (from 
your book "Heritage of Currituck County", article on Dempsey 
Ballance . ) 

I am looking for information on the ancestors of WESLEY 
BALLANCE and ancestors of ARTHUR and LOVEY 

According to census records, Arthur was born between 1780 and 
1790 and married before 1830. Lovey H. was born between 1790 
and 1800. 

2) CLOE (CHLOE) PELL and I think, SAMUEL PELL, parents of 
LOUDICA PELL. 

Loudica Pell married William Latimer BALLANCE in Currituck in 
1879. I have a copy of the Banns. CLOE PELL listed as Lou,s 
mother, no father listed. 1860 census shows CHLOE as head of 
household with dau. Loudica. 1850 census shows CHLOE with 
husband SAMUEL PELL. Again, family lore says the Pells migrated 
to Eliz. City and started the Pell Paper Box Co. 

Any information you could provide concerning the Culpeppers, 
Pells, or Wesley Ballance would be gratefully appreciated.
